Due of the largest of these, which sup­ 
plies restaurants wholly , bakes 14,000 
quarts of be.ms a week.

pies also bakes 
beans several times a week. 
There 
arc bakeries with ovens that will hold

There are 
great kettles that hold two or three 
bushels of beans, « ml into these the 
beans are put to » oak and parboil. 
Then the pots of earthenware, vary ing 
In size from one q uart to two gallons, 
ar« * ranged around on tables and filled 
from the big kettles. 
Every quart of 
beans is carefully picked over and 
sorted and cleaned of all dirt and dead 
beaus before being put into the kettles.
